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The  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  is  now  approaching  a half  century  of  activi 
ties.  As  such,  it  stands  as  a pioneering  urban  arts  institution  predating  by  far 
almost  all  of  the  nation’s  1,400  arts  councils  and  commissions.  From  its  founding 
meeting  in  February  1932,  convoked  by  Mayor  Rossi,  and  participated  in  by  such 
luminaries  as  John  Bakewell  Jr.,  the  architect  of  our  City  Hall,  the  sculptor  Edgar 
Walter,  and  philanthropist  Herbert  Fleischhacker,  it  embarked  upon  a series  of 
artistic  ventures  with  an  energy  and  enthusiasm  that  is  still  an  abiding  attribute  of  the 
Commission.  The  intervening  years,  under  the  guidance  of  eight  different  presidents, 
and  in  particular  that  of  Harold  L.  Zellerbach  for  27  years,  witnessed  unprecedented 
growth  and  expansion. 

The  role  of  the  Art  Commission  can  only  be  understood  in  the  context  of  our 
community’s  entire  cultural  milieu.  Ours  is  a fortunate  city.  We  enjoy  a major 
symphony  orchestra,  a primary  opera  company,  a distinguished  ballet,  a significant 
repertory  theatre,  and  several  fine  museums,  as  well  as  a plenitude  of  smaller 
performing  arts  groups.  Given  this  remarkable  cultural  diversity,  it  has  been  the 
intent  of  the  Art  Commission  to  maintain  an  overview  of  our  artistic  life  and  to 
create  and  support  those  performing  and  visual  arts  programs,  which  foster  a fuller 
participation  in  the  arts  by  all  San  Franciscans.  It  is  also  the  intent  of  the  Commission 
to  expand  our  city’s  cultural  horizon  by  programming  in  areas  that  have  heretofore 
received  insufficient  attention. 

Our  enterprise  in  founding  the  nation’s  first  neighborhood  arts  program,  our 
precedent  setting  usage  of  C.E.T.  A.  artists,  our  establishment  of  community  cultural 
centers,  are  all  examples  of  this  committment  to  innovative  and  challenging  en- 
deavors. These  activities  are  further  detailed  in  this  brochure,  which  outlines  all  of 
the  programs  and  is  a clear  indication  of  where  we  have  arrived  after  our  many  years 
effort  to  establish  the  arts  as  a viable  element  and  proper  concern  of  city  government 
That  which  we  have  achieved  is  but  a signpost  of  our  direction.  We  look  forward  to  a 
bright  and  expanded  future  for  the  Art  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.

THE  SAN  FRANCISCO 
ART  COMMISSION 

The  Art  Commission,  founded  in  1932  by  San  Francisco  City  Charter  Section 
3.600,  is  composed  of  12  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  These  are  two 
architects,  a landscape  architect,  an  artist-sculptor,  an  artist-painter,  a musician,  a 
dancer,  an  actor  or  theatrical  director  or  producer,  a literateur,  and  three  lay 
members.  In  addition,  Ex-officio  members  with  full  voting  privileges  are  the  Mayor 
and  the  Presidents  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission,  the  Library  Commission, 
the  City  Planning  Commission  and  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  (the  deYoung  and  the 
Legion  of  Honor).  All  appointed  members  serve  overlapping  five  year  terms.  The 
members  serve  without  compensation.  A quorum  for  transaction  of  official  business 
consists  of  seven  Commission  members. 

Section  3.601  delineates  the  functions,  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commission: 
— Every  work  of  art  to  be  contracted  for,  or  placed  or  erected  on  city  or  county 
property,  or  becomes  the  property  of  the  city  and  county  by  purchase,  gift,  or 
otherwise  (except  for  any  museum  or  art  gallery),  together  with  the  proposed 
location  of  such  work,  shall  first  be  submitted  to,  and  approved  by,  the  Art 
Commission. 

—No  existing  work  of  art  in  the  possession  of  the  city  and  county  shall  be 
removed,  relocated,  or  altered  without  the  approval  of  the  Commission. 

— The  Commission  shall  have  similar  powers  with  respect  to  the  design  of 
bridges,  viaducts,  elevated  ways,  approaches,  gates,  fences,  lamps,  or  other 
structures  erected,  or  to  be  erected,  upon  land  belonging  to  the  city  and 
county,  and  concerning  arches,  bridges  and  approaches,  which  are  the 
property  of  any  corporation  or  private  individual  and  which  shall  extend  over 
or  upon  any  street,  avenue,  highway,  park  or  public  place  belonging  to  the  city 
and  county. 

— The  Commission  shall  supervise  and  control  the  expenditure  of  all  appropria- 
tions made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  arts,  and  the  advancement  of  art 
or  music. 

— The  Commission  shall  exercise  all  reasonable  supervision  of  policy  connected 
with  the  arts  as  may  be  assigned  to  it  by  ordinance  or  executive  action.

The  San  Francisco  City  Charter  provides  that  all  construction,  public  or  private, 
on  all  public  land,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Art  Commission  for  design  approval.  The 
Civic  Design  Committee  evaluates,  and  reports  on,  all  submissions.  The  Committee, 
together  with  the  Visual  Arts  Committee,  also  examines  art  enrichment  provisions 
for  all  proposed  construction,  to  assure  compliance  with  the  Art  Enrichment 
Ordinance,  as  well  as  the  complimentary  integration  of  art,  architecture  and  land  use. 
The  Civic  Design  Committee  has  recommended  approval  of  more  than  $ 5 54  million  in 
construction  during  the  past  few  years.

ART  ENRICHMENT  ORDINANCE 

A 1969  City  Ordinance  requires  that  any  proposal,  public  or  private,  for  any 
structure  to  be  erected  on  public  land,  must  be  submitted  to  the  Art  Commission  for 
approval,  and  for  the  Commission’s  recommendation  as  to  the  percentage  of  total 
construction  costs  that  shall  be  allocated  for  the  adornment  of  the  proposed  structure 
with  works  of  art.  Commonly  referred  to  as  the  2%  Ordinance,  the  Art  Enrichment 
Program  administered  by  the  Art  Commission  provides  an  extraordinary  develop- 
mental incentive  to  Bay  Area  artists.  Since  its  implementation,  197  works  of  art  have 
been  commissioned  or  purchased  from  191  artists  for  installation  at  17  different  sites.

The  annual  series  of  “Pops”  concerts,  as  well  as  other  musical  activities  under- 
taken by  the  Art  Commission,  are  planned  and  supervised  by  this  Committee.  The 
members  also  make  recommendations  to  the  Dance  and  Theatre  Committee  for 
grant  allocations  from  the  Performing  Arts  Fund  to  co-sponsor  specific  musical 
events  by  such  groups  as  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  Music  Society,  Western  Opera 
Theatre,  San  Francisco  Young  Professionals  Orchestra,  and  the  San  Francisco  Blues 
Festival,  (see  p.  17) 


SUMMER  “POPS”  CONCERTS

Shortly  after  its  establishment,  the  Art  Commission  began  an  extensive  program  of 
Municipal  Concerts.  Ezio  Pinza,  John  Charles  Thomas,  Arthur  Schnabel,  Arthur 
Rubenstein,  conductors  Pierre  Monteux,  Leopold  Stokowski,  and  Dimitri 
Metropoulis,  and,  the  original  Ballet  Russe  de  Monte  Carlo,  were  among  the  world’s 
great  artists  brought  to  San  Francisco  by  the  Commission  for  these  popularly  priced 
(250-$  1.50)  concerts. 

A 1940  revision  of  the  Property  Tax  Limitations  and  Requirements  provided  that 
Vi  cent  on  each  $100  of  assessed  valuation  collected  by  the  city  be  allocated  to  the 
Art  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a symphony  orchestra.  Over  the 
years,  the  annual  summer  series  of  “Pops’  ’ concerts  have  evolved  into  a musical  ac- 
tivity complementary  to  those  of  the  San  Francisco  Symphony,  presenting  favorites 
from  the  classics  as  well  as  semi-classic  and  traditional  American  music.  The  con- 
certs are  held  each  summer  in  Civic  Auditorium  which  seats  6,200  people,  and  an- 
nually attracts  54,000  people  during  the  three  week  series.  Popular  priced  tickets 
(50C-$5.00)  make  the  concerts  available  to  a wide  segment  of  the  Bay  Area's  music 
audience.  The  series  features  artists  from  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  and  an  im- 
pressive array  of  guest  artists  and  soloists.  Henry  Mancini.  Norman  Leyden.  Carmen 
Dragon,  Mitch  Miller  and  Arthur  Fiedler  have  conducted  many  exciting  concerts 
showcasing  such  diverse  and  delightful  artists  as  Dizzy  Gillespie.  Johnny  Mathis. 
Larry  Adler,  Mel  Torme,  Ludwig  Altman,  dancer  Noel  Parenti.  the  Turk  Murphy 
Jazz  Band,  and  such  distinguished  concert  artists  as  Earl  Arnold,  The  Romeros, 
Grace  Bumbry,  etc. 
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Winifred  Baker  conducts  the  San  Francisco  Civic  Choral 
“Elijah”  performed  at  Temple  Emanu  El 


THE  CIVIC  CHORALE 

The  Civic  Chorale,  a chorus  of  125  voices,  was  established  in  1927  preceding  the 
formation  of  the  Art  Commission  by  5 years.  In  recent  years  this  fine  ensemble  has 
attracted  world  wide  recognition  for  its  brilliant  West  Coast  Premier  performances  of 
Krysysztof  Penderecki’s  “Passion  According  to  Saint  Luke,”  and  Benjamin 
Britten’s  “War  Requiem.”  Under  the  direction  of  Winifred  Baker  the  Chorale 
performs  every  year  at  the  “Pops”  Concerts,  presents  frequent  concerts  of  major 
choral  works,  and  an  annual  Christmas  Misa  Solemnis.  Additional  performances  are 
given  several  times  a year  by  a smaller  chamber  group  drawn  from  the  full  chorus. 

THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  BLUES  FESTIVAL 

The  annual  San  Francisco  Blues  Festival,  begun  in  1972  by  C.E.T.A.  Festival 
Organizer  Tom  Mazzolini,  seeks  to  present  the  best  and  most  authentic  of  the  local 
blues  greats,  and  to  promote  renewed  recognition  of  this  music  and  its  prominent 
place  in  By  Area  cultural  life.  Artists  come  from  all  over  the  country  to  perform, 
representing  Southern  blues,  Chicago  style,  .country  blues,  Zydeco,  contemporary 
electric  blues,  and  funky.  The  Festival  is  a Free,  outdoor  event  providing  audiences 
with  a unique  opportunity  to  experience  the  remarkable  richness,  vitality,  and  variety 
of  this  indigenous  American  art  form.

The  Dance  and  Theatre  Committee  oversees  the  Performing  Arts  Fund, 
reviewing  all  grant  proposals,  and  evaluating  use  of  allocations.  The  committee  also 
recommends  performing  arts  programming  to  the  Commission. 

PERFORMING  ARTS  FUND 

Established  by  Ordinance  in  July,  1968,  the  Performing  Arts  Fund  is  the  recipeint 
of  revenues  generated  by  all  programs  and  events  of  the  performing  arts  which  are 
under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Art  Commission,  but  primarily  those 
resulting  from  the  Summer  “Pops”  concert  series.

The  responsibility  for  the  visual  arts  is  stipulated  in  the  Charter  provision  which 
established  the  Art  Commission.  The  Visual  Arts  Committee  develops  general 
program  and  policy  for  the  Art  Festival,  Capricorn  Asunder  Gallery,  the  2% 
Enrichment  Program,  the  Commission’s  Fine  Art  Collection.  The  committee  has 
enthusiastically  supported  programs  of  public  beautification  resulting  in  the 
installation  of  18  murals  and  62  gardens  funded  by  the  Art  Commission  through  the 
Neighborhood  Arts  Program  and  created  by  C.E.T.  A.  artists  in  every  district  of  the 
city. 

A program  Director  named  by  the  committee  acts  as  administrator  for  all  facets  of 
the  program  and  assists  with  the  development  of  guidelines  for  implementation, 
maintenance  and  future  growth.  A Conservator  and  Registrar  are  appointed  by  the 
committee  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Director. 

CONSERVATOR 

Mandated  by  City  Ordinance  (148-74,  Sec.  1.16  The  Care  And  Maintenance  of 
Public  Works  of  Art),  the  Art  Commission  Conservator  provides  a variety  of 
essential  arts  services  to  the  city,  including  the  conservation  and  maintenance  of  art 
works  in  public  places,  and  the  City’s  Art  Collection,  (see  p.  19)  The  Conservator  also 
frames  and  installs  works  acquired  through  the  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance  and  Art 
Festival  Purchase  Awards. 

REGISTRAR 

The  Registrar  serves  as  archivist  for  all  art  works  in  the  city  collection,  (See  p.  19) 
works  acquired  through  the  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance  (p.  12)  and  those  acquired 
through  Purchase  Awards  from  the  Art  Festival  (p.  22-24)  A limited  Artist’ s Registry 
is  also  maintained  within  the  Visual  Arts  Program  to  facilitate  selection  of  works  for  the 
Art  Festival,  Art  Enrichment  Program  purchases  and  commissions,  and  for  use  by  the 
curatorial  staff  of  the  Capricorn  Asunder  Gallery.

CAPRICORN  ASUNDER  GALLERY 


Since  its  inauguration  in  1970,  the  Capricorn  Asunder  Gallery  has  exhibited  the 
work  of  more  than  700  artists.  Commission  policy  is  to  present  the  work  of  young 
unknown  artists  from  the  community  alternately  with  established  names  to  attract 
and  develop  a continually  expanding  audience  for  the  city’s  artists.  Exhibitors  are 
selected  by  a changing  selection  committee  presided  over  by  the  Chairperson  of  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee,  which  screens  portfolios,  slides,  and  video  tapes  of  hundreds 
of  artists  each  spring.  Nine  shows  of  visual  artists  are  scheduled  each  season.  In 
addition,  a full  program  of  video  presentations,  slide  shows,  poetry  readings,  noon 
and  evening  music  and  dance  performances  are  held  throughout  the  year.  In  con- 
junction with  the  annual  Art  Festival  one  or  more  Award  of  Honor  Exhibits  are  held 
at  Capricorn  Asunder  in  recognition  of  superior  lifetime  achievements  of  San 
Francisco  artists.

THE  ART  COMMISSION’S  FINE  ART  COLLECTION 

The  collection  was  begun  in  1946  with  funds  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  acquisition  of  works  of  art  from  the  annual  Art  Festival.  Purchase 
Awards  from  the  Festival  are  budgeted  at  $5,000  annually,  with  the  exception  of 
$4,000  in  1978.  Art  works  are  selected  by  a jury  of  recognized  experts.  The 
collection  now  has  more  than  200  paintings,  300  craft  works,  100  graphics  and 
photographs  by  the  finest  Bay  Area  artists,  representing  a wide  variety  of  art 
disciplines.  The  collection  is  valued  at  over  $100,000  and  represents  a valuable  city 
asset.  Works  from  the  collection  are  loaned  and  hung  in  city  offices,  public  rooms  and 
auditoriums  throughout  the  city.  The  Art  Commission  Conservator  supervises  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  all  works  in  the  collection.

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SAN  FRANCISCO  ANNUAL  ART  FESTIVAL 

The  Art  Festival,  organized  and  sponsored  by  the  Art  Commission  since  1948,  is 
held  in  Civic  Center  Plaza  each  September.  Originally  proposed  by  the  city’s 
community  of  artists,  the  Art  Festival  is  the  oldest  visual  arts  program  of  the 
Commission. 

Approximately  1,000  artists  and  craftspersons  and  250  performers  participate  in 
this  five  day  event  attended  by  more  than  300,000  people  annually.  Artists  are 
selected  from  over  3,000  applicants  a year  by  a Screening  Committee  of  recognized 
authorities  in  the  various  art  disciplines.  The  Festival  is  committed  to  showcasing  a 
cross-section  of  visual  arts  including  conceptual  and  experimental  works  and 
performance  pieces,  crafts,  and  works  that  defy  categorization.  All  work  is  for  sale, 
and  sales  exceed  $150,000  each  year. 

Several  educational  and  ethnic  exhibits  are  held  simultaneously  at  Civic  Center  and 
Award  of  Honor  exhibits  concurrently  at  the  Capricorn  Asunder  Gallery. 

Works  selected  by  the  jurors  are  purchased  for  the  Art  Commission’s  Fine  Arts 
Collection,  now  numbering  over  200  paintings,  drawings  and  sculpture,  and  300 
works  in  various  craft  media.  These  works  of  art  are  available  on  loan  to  all  city 
offices  and  public  places  (see  p.  19). 

In  1970,  the  Home  Savings  and  Loan  Association  of  Los  Angeles  began  offering 
purchase  awards  totalling  $10,000  annually  for  a period  of  5 years,  towards  the 
enrichment  of  their  own  contemporary  art  collection. 

The  most  coveted  of  all  honors,  and  the  most  productive,  are  the  one  person  and 
group  exhibitions  at  major  Bay  Area  museums  and  cultural  institutions  offered  as 
Art  Festival  Awards,  and  conferred  by  the  jurors  on  those  artists  showing  a 
consistent  body  of  work  of  aesthetic  and  technical  excellence,  and  personal  creative 
vision.

The  Art  Commission’s  Street  Artists  Program  is  monitored  by  this  committee 
which  functions  as  liason  between  the  Street  Artists  Advisory  Committee  and  the 
Commission,  assists  in  negotiations  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  mediates  with 
merchants  associations  as  needed.

The  Street  Artists  Program  was  established  by  San  Francisco  City  Ordinance 
87 -72,  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  April,  1972,  ammended  by  the 
electorate  in  1974,  and  again  in  1975.  The  initiative  for  such  an  ordinance  came 
from  the  city’s  large  community  of  artists  and  craftspersons,  as  a means  of 
ascertaining  the  legitimacy  of  street  artists  as  distinct  from  merchandisers.  The  Art 
Commission  was  mandated  to  administer  all  aspects  of  the  program,  including 
screening,  licensing,  and  monitoring. 

An  advisory  Committee  of  Street  Artists  and  Craftsman  Examiners,  composed  of 
five  members  recommended  by  the  Art  Commission  and  appointed  by  the  Mayor, 
screens  all  applicants  according  to  criteria  established  for  33  categories  of  artwork 
and  crafts.  Street  Artists,  however,  are  not  limited  exclusively  to  these  categories.

In  all  cases,  the  Street  Artists  Committee  considers  that  the  practice  of  a craft 
requires  that  a material  be  changed  into  an  entirely  different  form,  shape,  design  or 
function.  To  be  accepted,  an  artist  must  be  the  creator  of  any  artwork  that  bears  his 
name.  The  artwork  must  be  original.  If  the  artwork  is  approved,  the  artist  is  issued  a 
non-transferable  certificate.  Certificates  are  issued  for  a 90  day  period  upon  payment 
of  a $20  fee,  and  are  renewable.  The  licensed  artist  must  then  participate  in  periodic 
lotteries  held  for  assignment  of  the  616  available  selling  spaces.  Assignments  are 
valid  for  two  and  three  day  periods.  The  Ordinance  also  requires  that  street  artists 
obtain  a State  Sellers  Permit  to  enable  them  to  collect  sales  tax  on  the  items  sold.  An 
Art  Inspector,  appointed  by  the  Street  Artists  Program  Coordinator  carries  out 
continuous  certificate,  permit  and  merchandise  inspection  with  the  cooperation  of 
the  S.F.  Police  Dept.  Current  selling  locations  designated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
have  expanded  to  an  additional  40  sites  in  the  Downtown,  Hallidie  Plaza, 
Fisherman’s  Wharf,  Market  Street  and  Point  Lobos  Avenue  areas  of  the  city, 
contributing  greatly  to  San  Francisco’s  festive  quality  enjoyed  by  visitors  and 
residents  alike.

This  committee  supervises  all  aspects  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  (NAP)  and 
serves  as  liason  between  the  community  Cultural  Centers  and  the  full  Commission, 
as  well  as  other  city  agencies  when  appropriate. 

THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM  (NAP) 

The  Art  Commission  created  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  in  1967  in  an 
effort  to  foster  the  development  of  comprehensive  arts  programs  and  arts  support 
services  for  the  city’s  neighborhoods.  The  late  1960’s  saw  a spectacular  revival  of 
the  arts  that  thrived  outside  the  mainstream  of  the  established  institutions  and 
brought  international  recognition  to  Bay  Area  musicians,  performers  and  artists, 
who  came  from  the  city’s  neighborhoods.  The  Neighborhood  Arts  Program 
continues  to  serve  individual  artists  and  arts  groups,  neighborhood  residents 
including  children,  the  elderly,  disadvantaged  youth  and  the  handicapped,  ethnic 
groups,  the  S.F.  general  arts  audience,  and  visitors  to  the  city.  Recognizing  the 
immense  cultural  diversity  of  the  city,  the  program  has  consistently  provided  an 
opportunity  for  Latinos,  Samoans,  Pilipinos,  American  Indians,  Asians,  Blacks,  and 
others,  to  display,  and  project,  the  variety  and  vitality  of  their  cultures  into  the 
mainstream  of  San  Francisco  life. 

The  San  Francisco  NAP  was  the  first  program  of  this  kind  in  the  country.  It  was 
also  the  first  to  interpret  the  1973  C.E.T.A.  act  to  include  artists.  Over  125  artists 
are  presently  employed  under  this  act  providing  a broad  range  of  artistic  services  to 
every  district  of  the  city  such  as  workshops,  murals,  performances,  publications, 
gardens,  art  therapy  and  more. 

NAP  operates  four  wholly  owned  Cultural  Centers  in  the  Bayview,  South  of 
Market,  Mission  and  Western  Addition  districts  of  the  city,  as  well  as  leased  and 
shared  space  in  10  other  locations.  Events,  such  as  music  and  dance  concerts,  plays 
and  play  readings,  lectures,  seminars  and  demonstrations,  participatory  events  for 
children,  and  the  handicapped  are  regularly  scheduled  at  each  of  the  Centers.  Art 
exhibits,  thematic  festivals  and  ethnic  celebrations  on  a neighborhood  and  city-wide 
basis  are  held  throughout  the  year. 

NAP’s  activities  can  be  classified  into  four  main  categories: 

Cultural  Centers  (see  p.  27) 

Public  Service  Arts  (C.E.T.  A.)(see  p.  28) 

Arts  Support  Services  (see  p.  31) 

Special  Programs  (see  p.  32) 

The  community  Cultural  Centers  are  open  to  all  non-commercial  arts  groups  and 
artists  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco.  NAP  is  responsible  for  the  organiza- 
tion and  administration  of  the  centers.  The  building  manager  at  each  location  is 
responsible  for  directing  the  growth  and  development  of  the  facility  with  the  guidance 
of  NAP  administrative  staff.  An  Advisory  Council  serves  as  liason  between  the 
center  and  each  of  the  community  arts  groups  using  the  space.  The  Council  acts  as 
an  advisory  body  only,  recommending  policy,  program  planning,  procedural  formats 
and  problem  solving  solutions.  The  members  of  the  Council  are  representatives  of 
the  space  users  and  distributed  equally  among  artistic  disciplines  active  in  the  center. 

Staff  at  each  of  the  Cultural  Centers  consists  of  a Building  Manager,  Program 
Coordinator,  a District  Organizer,  and  technicians.

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PUBLIC  SERVICE  ARTS  (CETA) 

Through  the  extension  of  application  of  the  1973  Comprehensive  Employment 
and  Training  Act  (C.E.T.A.),  the  Art  Commission’s  Neighborhood  Arts  Program 
has  been  able  to  hire  125  visual  artists,  writers,  poets,  performers,  musicians  and 
technicians  to  bring  a variety  of  arts  experience  to  previously  unserved  sectors  of  the 
city.  C.E.T.A.  community  cultural  workers  offer  workshops  and  classes  at  the 
Cultural  Centers  and  other  facilities  sponsored  by  the  Art  Commission,  in  the  visual, 
performing  and  literary  arts.  A city-wide  educational  and  beautification  program 
begun  as  a C.E.T.A.  Arts  project  in  1973  has  resulted  in  18  murals  and  62 
community  garden  sites.  C.E.T.A.  artists  also  bring  the  arts  to  the  handicapped  and 
those  in  rest  homes,  hospitals,  prisons  and  detention  centers.  Many  of  the  city’s  most 
active  community  performance  groups  are  a result  of  C.E.T.A.  artists  initiative, 
originality,  and  interest  in  bringing  the  arts  to  the  people.  C.E.T.A.  artists  are 
involved  in  both  performing  and  production  capacities  for  all  the  Special  Programs 
listed  on  page  32  and  33.
